aint Michael’s College originated 

on an 18-acre tract of farmland. 

The purchase price of $5,000 in- 

cluded a two. story wooden 
dwelling and two barns. This transaction 
took place in 1902, engineered by Father 
Aubin for the Edmundite Order. 

In the initial year, 1902-03, the purchase 
was used as a novitiate. This year also saw 
the preliminary steps toward the founding 
of St. Michael’s College. On March 2, 1903, 
the Articles of Association of St. Michael’s 
Institute was filed with the Secretary of 
State. This was a statement of intent to 
conduct a college in Winooski Park, Ver- 
mont, under the name of St. Michael’s In- 
stitute. 

The first problem the Edmundites en- 
countered was the English language, being 
a native French order. Next was the build- 
ing shortage. Due to the lack of adequate 
facilities, the first class was not organized 
until 1904. Father Aubin’s replacement, Fa- 
ther Armand Prevel, the first President, is 
considered the founder of what was rapidly 
coming to be known as St. Michael’s Col- 
lege.

Although there were minor setbacks in the 
early years of the school, the college was finan- 
cially stable by 1907. At this point, Father Prevel 
was elected Superior General of the Society of 
St. Edmund and relocated in England. His re- 
placement, Father Salmon, petitioned for addi- 
tional facilities to allow for a larger student 
body. The extension and renovation of “Old 
Hall” was completed in the spring of 1908. This 
building, the oldest on campus, is appropriately 
known, currently, as Founders Hall. 

The four story building contained all of the 
college facilities within one edifice: gymnasium, 
chapel, infirmary, classrooms, dormitory rooms, 
a band hall, and reading rooms. This was pos- 
sible due to a student body of only 101. College 
enrollment, however, was on the rise and by 
1912-13, an athletic department was organized 
and the college fielded teams in football, basket- 
ball, and baseball. 
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Some faculty and students, 1914 

ay, ising admissions demanded 
expansion of the college’s 
facilities. The Old Hall was 
extended in 1913, and in 
October of 1914 the Bamber property 
was purchased and St. Edmund’s Hall 
erected. The college’s largest ex- 
penditure was the $7,000 purchase of 
the Pariseau farm. That 40-acre tract 
is now the site of the north campus. In 
the midst of this expansion, the col- 
lege officially became St. Michael’s 
College. 

In 1919, the first native American, 
the Very Rev. William Jean Marie, be- 
came President of St. Michael’s. Fa- 
ther Jean Marie’s active twelve-year 
administration began on a _ positive

note barely six weeks after assuming 
office, as the college purchased the 
Reynolds property. The newly ac- 
quired residence was christened Pre- 
vel Hall in honor of the first President 
of the college. The rapid growth of the 
college necessitated yet more space 
for the expanding student body. Col- 
lege Hall was soon erected to house 
the chapel, gymnasium, classrooms, 
and offices. This three story building 
is now known as Jemery Hall. 

Since its inception, athletics has 
played a large role in student life. 
Despite its size, St. Michael’s has been 
an active participant in New England 
athletic contests. The list of cham- 
pionships won in the early years is

Although the Athletic Association 
had many active participants, extra- 
curricular activities were varied. The 
Newman Lyceum, the literary society, 
began publishing a quarterly maga- 
zine in 1917 called the “Purple and 
Gold.” The Glee Club, Holy Name So-

ciety, band, orchestra, and choir also 
involved the students. 

The year 1928-1929 saw an impor- 
tant milestone for the college. Al- 
though there was little celebrating, the 
year marked the 25th anniversary of 
the college. It also saw the beginnings 
of the Great Depression. 
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he extracurricular program 

of St. Michael’s was greatly 

enhanced in 1929-30 with 

the establishment of the 

College Dramatic Society. The first 

dramatic presentation by St. Michael’s 

students occurred on April 13 at the 

Strong Theater in Burlington. Calvary, 

the first in a series of Passion Plays 
was enacted. 

On Nov. 6, 1930, the college pur- 
chased the Seguin property, the land 
across the street from Founders Hall, 
for $48,000. This added two resi- 
dences, farm buildings, and 187 acres 
of property to the college. 

In 1933, the college passed the New 
York State inspection so now all de- 
grees would be “registered” by the 
Board of Regents. This was an impor- 
tant step forward for St. Michael's, as 
New York was sending large numbers 
of students to the college. 

Also in 1933, the varsity football 
team tied Middlebury for the state 
championship. The highlight of the 
successful season was a 13-0 victory 
over UVM. 

In September of 1934 the Very Rev. 
Leon E. Gosselin, S.S.E. ’23 succeeded 
Father Alliot as President of St. Mi- 
chael’s. He was the first graduate of 
the college to assume the Presidency. 

The alumni quarterly, titled the Mi- 
chaelman, was founded in 1936. The 
magazine reported alumni news and 
helped attract financial contributors to 
the college. 

The first Junior Prom in the history 
of St. Michael’s was held at the Hotel 
Vermont on May 13, 1939. This 
reflected a drastic change in college 
policy as social activities had been 
frowned upon by the college’s admin- 
istrators. 

Also in 1939, the first summer ses- 
sion of the college was held, under the 
skillful direction of Father Purtill. 

The successful Passion Plays contin- 
ued in 1940 when the college present- 
ed Leo Brady’s Brother Orchid at the 
City Hall Auditorium. 

When college opened in September, 
1941, enrollment had reached 220. 
During that year, the students founded 
a campus newspaper which they

called the Mountain Ear. It soon was 
very popular around campus. 

Due to World War II, enrollment 
declined to 159 students in 1944, but 
things were soon to get better. The 
summer session of 1945 began to feel 
the results of the victory in Europe. 
Many discharged veterans returned to 
the Hilltop to resume their studies and 
enrollment was once again on the rise. 

The 1946 basketball team had an- 
other successful year, the highlight 
coming in a thrilling double overtime 








victory over Providence College at 
Boston Garden on December 12. 

The post-war era saw large numbers 
of students coming to St. Michael’s 
and the college was faced with the 
problem of housing, feeding, and in- 
structing these students. At the time, it 
was rumored that the U.S. Govern- 
ment was considering disposing of 
training barracks from its forts to col- 
lege campuses. If this was true, St. 
Michael’s was in a good position to 
secure the buildings from Fort Ethan

Allen. After some hard work by Fa- 
thers Petty and Lyons, the buildings 
were being moved onto campus by 
July. In all, 22 buildings were moved 
from the Fort to St. Michael's. 

In 1947, Father Lyons was named 
President of St. Michael’s and Father 
Dupont was named Dean. 

This same year saw the formation 
of the Student Activities Committee, 
the forerunner of the present Student 
Association. The committee was 
formed to coordinate clubs and social

events on campus. 

Construction work began on the 
Cheray Science Hall and one year lat- 
er the building was completed. It was 
formally opened in 1949. 

The Class of 1947 gets the credit for 
publishing the first yearbook of St. 
Michael’s, The Shield. Just one year 
later, the first issue of the new campus 
newspaper, the Michaelman appeared. 
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The 1952 football team with Doc Jacobs 


he rebuilding of the athletic pro- 

gram by George “Doc” Jacobs in the 

late 1940’s began to pay off, as the 

1950 basketball team won the state 

championship and the baseball team finished 
second. 

The same year saw Bela Lugosi appear on 
campus to perform the well-known thriller 
“Dracula.” 

The Korean crisis began to overshadow the 
campus in the summer of 1950. Enrollment 
dropped from 1,150 to 922 almost overnight. 
Bishop Ryan Hall was opened and housed 
nearly 200 students so the housing problem 
was alleviated for a while. 

In 1951, both the football and basketball 
teams won state championships. The football 
team, playing for the first time on its new 
athletic field, destroyed UVM 27-6. The team 
was to win the state championship the next 
two years also, giving it four consecutive 
championships. Unfortunately, due to finan- 
cial reasons, the program was discontinued in 
1954. 

Also in 1951, there was the completion of 
an original film-script for recruiting purposes 
titled “Life at St. Michael’s. The same year the 
college was awarded the right to establish an 
Air Force unit of the Reserve Officers Train- 


ing Corps by Washington D.C. 


In 1954-55, the college celebrated its Golden 
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The 1951 showing of “Life at St. Michael’s 
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Jubilee. The event was highlighted by a mass, 
several lectures, and the return of many 
alumni.

<ey, yons Hall and Alliot Hall were com- 


pleted in 1960 and plans were already 
| being made for a fourth dormitory. 
(Alumni Hall was constructed in 

1957.) 

The New York Giants football team decided to 
hold its training camp at St. Michael’s in 1960. 
The team resided in a dormitory and worked out 
on the football field. 

For the third consecutive year, St. Michael’s 
was represented in the N.C.A.A. Basketball finals 
at Evansville, Indiana. Unfortunately, the team 
was defeated in the first round by Evansville 82- 
63. 

On May 12, 1962, the fourth dormitory was 
formally opened and called Joyce Hall. That 
same year saw the renovation of Founders, Je- 
mery, and Senior Halls. 

The college continued its expansion program 
in 1962 by constructing Nicolle Hall for the 
Fathers at the college. Plans had also begun for a 
chapel and library. Also, sixteen buildings, in- 
cluding a gymnasium, chapel, and theater were 
purchased on the north campus from the govern- 
ment at bargain prices. 

By 1965, enrollment was back up over 1,100 
students and the basketball team once again 
won the New England Championship only to 
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The Junior Prom, 1961 
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lose in the national tournament in Indiana. 

The St. Michael the Archangel Chapel was 
consecrated on July 25, 1965. Many consider this 
the most important event in the history of the 
college. 
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he year 1966 saw the first organized student 
government on campus. Senators were elected to 
i represent students and many feel the govern- 
ment helped bridge the gap between students 

and administrators. 

Once again the basketball team won the New England 
Championship but was defeated by Long Island University 
in the Eastern Regional Final. 

The college was extremely saddened on May 19, 1968 by 
the death of George “Doc” Jacobs. His fine athletic record 
as a coach will never be forgotten. 

The highlight of the year was the dedication of the 
Durick Library, the college's first complete library. 

Enrollment kept increasing and by 1969, the college, like 
many other colleges and universities across the country, 
was involved in several anti-war movements on campus. 
While things were calm, the opinions of the students were 
made rather clear. 

The 1970-71 year was a landmark year for St. Michael’s 
in that the college opened its doors to women for the first 
time. Twenty-three coeds provided the facelifting that saw 
67 years of male dominance come to an end. 

Just one year later, the decision was made to add a 


sports center to the campus. With the help of a $2.2 million - 


bequest by Vincent Ross, the building was constructed.

were applying to St. Michael’s and the 
college saw fit to make two of the quad 
dorms, Ryan and Lyons, housing for 
women. Also, women’s athletics, with the help of 
Title IX, began to take shape at the Hilltop as 
teams were fielded in field hockey, basketball, and 
softball. 

September of 1975 saw the entrance of the Class 
of 1979, this year’s graduating class, to St. Mi- 
chael’s. 

On November 16, 1976, Dr. Edward L. Henry was 
installed as the 13th President of St. Michael’s 
College, replacing Rev. Francis Moriarity. Under 
Dr. Henry, the college has strived to increase the 
academic standards and restore the Christian tradi- 
tion to the campus. The college has also estab- 
lished a mission and goals statement. 





The past year has seen the construction of a new 
dormitory and just recently, work was begun on a 
new Classroom building. 

This year, 1979, the college will celebrate its 75th 
Jubilee Anniversary. This history was compiled 
with that in mind. While it was impossible to 
record everything here, we tried to put together a 
history that touched upon everything a little bit, 
emphasizing the most significant events. Hopefully, 
this will bring back memories to the people who 





experienced it, and educate those who did not. The

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Fire & Rescue 


When a St. Michael’s College student died on a college 
athletic field in 1969, a concerned group of college students 
and administrators felt that his death was due to a lack of 
immediate and qualified emergency service. This handful 
of people banded together to form St. Michael’s Fire De- 
partment. 

Ten years later, the department stands 62 members 
strong. All members volunteer their time, receiving no 
financial reimbursement or college credits for their serv- 
ices. Besides responding to emergencies, members must 
participate in fundraising activities to raise the $20,000 
needed annually to cover expenses. 

The Fire Department is divided into two units. The Fire 
unit, which this year purchased a new fire truck, functions 
as a battalion of Colchester Center Volunteer Fire Com- 
pany. Last year the unit answered 150 fire calls. All mem- 
bers must complete a 45 hour training school and attend 
periodic fire training courses held throughout the state. 

Its sister unit, the Rescue Squad, answered over 1,200 
ambulance calls in 1978. All rescue personnel have com- 
pleted the American Red Cross Advanced First Aid course 
and a course in cardio-pulminary resuscitation.
